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Foundation urges 
planting of trees 

As a former Nebraskan I’ve decided It’s 
time to Join the National Arbor Day Foundation. 
You ask what kind of group that Is? It’s a group 
that encourages planting and preserving trees 
In the United States. 

When J. Sterling Morton and his bride 
arrived In the new Nebraska Territory In 1854, 
the plains were a challenge, a challenge of 
planting trees where only prairie grasses 
were left to the winds. 

Activities started back In 1872 when Mor- 
Morton realized the need for more trees In 
the midwest and presented the idea for an 
annual “Arbor Day” to the Nebraska Board of 
Agriculture. That first Arbor Day was celebrated 
with the planting of over one million trees. 

Today Arbor Day Is recognized In 14 other 
countries and around the U.S. Nearly 300 
American cities have established compre¬ 
hensive tree care programs under the auspices 
of the Arbor Day Foundation. 

Members are offered special prices on 
all sorts of trees to be shipped with instructions 
for planting at the right times throughout the 
year for the particular climate. 

“The cooling effect of one healthy tree 
can be the equivalent of 10 room-size air con¬ 
ditioners operating 24 hours a day. An acre of 
young, growing trees produces enough oxygen 
to keep 18 people alive for one full year,’’ they 
tell us. 

It’s an Interesting organization and anyone

New Area Code 
is 9 Months Away 

On Jan. 7, 1984 Sierra Madre will be as¬ 
signed a new area code — 818. 

“Approximately 20 communities In Gen¬ 
eral Telephone’s local serving territory from 
Pasadena to Glendora and from Monrovia to 
Rowland Heights will be Included in the area 
code change,’’ Jack King, the utility’s public 
affairs administrator, tells us. 

The following Is a list of prefixes In the 
San Gabriel Valley which will change to an 
818 area code on Jan. 7, 1984: 303, 303-9, 
351, 355, 357-9, 369, 810, 812, 814, 912-5, 917-9 
and 960-9. 

Why Is the area code change necessary? 
According to GTE, It is the result of a shortage 
and expected depletion by 1985 of available 
numbers In the 213 area code as presently 
structured. The changeover involves a total of 
335,000 General Telephone cusotmers and 
more than a million Pacific Telephone cus¬ 
tomers. 

To assist telephone customers in making 
changes in their dialing habits, there will be 
a nine-month interchangeable dialing period 
from Jan. 7, 1984 through Oct. 6, 1984. During 
this time, calls will be completed as currently 
dialed or by using the new 818 area code. 

King adds, “It Is of particular importance 
that businesses located In the affected por¬ 
tion of the present 213 area code be advised 
to make necessary changes to stationery,. 
business cards, advertising or other printing 
they may have planned.’’ 

We have nine months to get used to the 
new area code number — 818.
